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Boling Visits SGA, UTM Campus

Edward J. Boling, president of the 
University of Tennessee, w as the guest 
speaker at the Student Government 
Association dinner and workshop held 
Monday at 5 p.m. in the University 
Center 

The workshop’s purpose was to 
bring the Student Affairs staff. SGA 
and leaders of the many campus 
organizations together so that they 
might strengthen their working 
relationship for the benefit of the 
student body. 

"We all are the University of 
Tennessee including Martin, along 
with Knoxville. Memphis and 
Chattanooga,” said Boling 

He stressed that they did not just 
work with the Knoxville campus but 
were over the entire system and said 
that coming to Martin's campus w as a 
great idea because it gives the UT 
administrators a chance to get to know 
the campus and the student body 
better 


We certainly enjoyed this 
afternoon I had never been able to see 
all the different organizations 
demonstrated, and now I understand 
what they are trying to do from asocial 
and service point of view.” Bolingsaid 

The workshop gave the organiza¬ 
tions a chance to ask questions and 
take back the information to their 
groups. 

The questions asked surrounded the 
issues of student fees and campus 
organizations. 

I*ast year the fees w ere raised from 
12 to 42 percent. Will they be raised 
again and again in the years to come? 

"With the increase we had this year, 
we are up near the Southern average, 
and putting everything together we 
really cannot complain about having 
fees that are average.” said Joe 
Johnson, executive vice president of 
UT 

"But yes. I do think fees will be 
raised next year and I hope that it is a 
modest raise." he said 

Questions directed to the SGA 
included how the organizations can 
help SGA 


"There is a lot to be done, and the 
SGA welcomes any group on campus 
that wants to become involved and 
help with the activities." said Rose 
Boyd. SGA president. 

Why aren't black and white greek 
organizations brought together? 

"We could bind together through 
many activities if everyone will 
contribute to the effort." Boyd said. 

Why does SGA have private 
meetings? 

Boyd stressed that the doors to these 
meetings are never locked, and anyone 
interested is welcome to attend. 

SGA is trying to attain several goals 
this year 

They are working on trying to offer a 
variety of entertainment for the 
student body with hopes that the Little 
River Band will be at UTM on Oct. 21. 
as well as trying to make the school 
fees smaller. 

SGA is also working on 
Homecoming, which is Nov 8. 

Chancellor Charles E Smith was 
very enthusiastic with the progress 
that has been made with the 
organizations so far in the Fall 


Quarter. 

"We feel that you made a good choice 
in coming to this campus, and we want 
to do everything we can to see that you 
get a full, top-quality education." 
Smith said. 

Smith and his staff have indicated 
several things for this academic school 
year They are looking forward to 
having at least 15 lecturers on campus 
with a diversity of subjects throughout 
the year 

They are interested in enforcing an 
even better relationship between the 
academic advisors and the student 
body 

They are also looking forward to 
having the Nashville Symphony 
perform here sometime in February 

"We feel that this kind of activity is 
going to enhance the cultural 
en\ ironment ofthis institution."Smith 
said. 

Ur Phillip Watkins, vice chancellor 
for student affairs, was also present 
and stressed the need for this cohesive 
relationship and encouraged leaders of 
these groups not to only ask questions 
but to get involved.

"We want a big gap between the 
freshmen and seniors,” he said 

"We w ant to find out how good a job 
we aredoing in the four years we’ve got 
you here." 

He also said the test will be given 
again in Winter Quarter to use a larger 
reference group of seniors. 

Jones indicated that the goal is to put 
UTM in to the 75th percentile range in 
all categories. 

Eleven institutions and 567 students 
participated in the project with the 
long form of the test. 

After computations to bring the 
results in line with the institutions who 
gave the short form of the test using a 
larger population and yielding more 
accurate results. UTM's ranking is as 
follows:

Students Protest

Seventy seven students of music 
have voiced their disapproval of an 
administrative decision to eliminate a 
staff position in the music department. 

The protest, in the form of a petition 
signed by all 77 students, was 
submitted to Ur Earl Norwood, 
chairman of the Department of Music 
and Art Dr George Drew, dean of the 
School of Education. Dr Milton 
Simmons, dean of Academic Affairs 
and Chancellor Charles Smith on 
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Tuesday, Sept. 23. 

The action is in reference to the 
decision to shift the position presently 
held by Ms. Bonnie Hernon. assistant 
professor of music, “from the tenure 
stream." according to Norwood. 

"The whole matter is a budgeting 
one—it had nothing to do with her 
qualifications." Norwood stated. "It’s 
being done every day in campuses all 
across the country 

The position is due to be terminated 
at the end of next June." said Norwood. 
"But no definite decision will be made 
until departmental budget hearings 
are held in December." 

According to Simmons. "The 
decision was reached after very hard 
deliberation." 

Other factors that influenced the 
decision included the fact that the 
music department is already 4 or 5 
positions overstaffed. 13 people 
already have tenure in the department 
(approximately 90% of the staff) and 
the music department is already 
funded beyond its generation. 

"The more tenure we grant in a 
particular department." Simmons 
said, "the less flexibility we have in 
staffing The decision was necessary 
under our present circumstances." 

A meeting between students and the 
administration is possible in the near 
future 

"We are going to reinstitute an 
advisory group of students this year." 
stated Norwood. This group would act 
as a liaison between students and 
faculty in this and other matters. 

"I appreciate the interest 
demonstrated by the students in the 
music department." stated Simmons 
when asked to comment on the 
petition. "I will attend any meetings I 
am invited to attend." 

Hernon was unavailable for 
comment at press time. 


Nelson Reflects on her Career

Excellence in anything pul> 
pressure on you regardless of your 
age " said Dr Allison Nelson, 1 I'M 
associate professor <>f music 
She explained, however, that the 
older a person becomes the more 
conscious that person is of the 
difficulties, the competition and the 
hidden challenges 
"Children do things much more 
casually, do things well much more 
casually than when they get up in their 
late teens as a rule."shesaid "And this 
is particularly so for musicians ' 
"People visualize a concert pianist’s 
life as one of glamour and adulation 
They sit back in the audience and say 
‘Oh. isn't that marvelous 0 Oh. I wish I 
could do that’’ 

"They don’t see all of the kind of 
work that there is behind it." Nelson 
remarked, while reflecting upon her 
20 years as a cor -rt pianist 
The "work" ir. lived learning and 
practicing the music 
But there was also the strain of daily 
traveling, bail schedules and weather 
conditions 

And when the car broke they still 
had to try to reach the destination to 
perform on time, which we did. even 


if we had to rent another vehicle, "she 
added 

The summertime provided her and 
her husband time to prepare for their 
next tour, practicing about six hours 
per day 

Once on tour, they could not depend 
upon time to practice or even touch a 
piano In* fore walking out on stage 
because of their schedule and 
uncertain road conditions. 

Young people who have stars in 
their eyes, who can think only about 
the fact that they want the glamour of 
being a concert pianist.' just do not 
know what it is like I’m glad I don’t 
have to do it anymore." the native 
Australian said 

I played concerts to make a living; 
now I play concerts because I want to. 
lhere’s a whole different attitude 
there.' she pointed out. “It’s very nice 
t*> have reached that point in my life." 

But even liefore those 20 years of 
touring tin world with her first 
husband as a two-piano team, she had 
begun playing professionally at the 
age of eight 

Being the youngest person to take 
and receive the highest score on annual 
piano exams, she bacame recognized 
a - Australia’s "most gifted child 
prodigy 

Though never rebellious, she 


sometimes resented music, which "has 
always been such an important part of 
my life I would have to stay indoors 
and practice while other people were 
outside enjoying the sunshine I 
resented that. yes. In fact. I’d have to 


be a little crazy not t<x»!" she said 
laughing 

Her career grew and. before she left 
her native country, she had not only 
given many concerts, but performed 


with every Australian symphony 
orchestra 

"1 suppose that my goal was to 
become a concert pianist because 
that’s what I had grown up believing I 
wanted to do and being told that was 
what I was going to do." Nelson said 
So at age 17 she came to the United 
States to attend, on scholarship, what 
she believed to be the world's "finest 
school for performers." the Curtis 
Institute in Philadelphia 
Her concert career began after 
graduation and her marriage to Harrv 
Neal

additions to the family two girls and

Though they all studied piano, each 
is individually involved with music. 

John, the oldest sings, Kathy plays 
the guitar, and Elise. the youngest, 
will be graduating from UTM with a 
choral conducting degree. 

After her first husband's death, she 
was asked to join the UTM faculty 
about ten years ago. 

"Now . teaching is what is important 
to me." the music teacher emphasized. 
"This is what excites me. challenges 
me and interests me I love my 
students and I get very excited when 
they accomplish something I can be 
proud of." 

That love was reflected when she 
was named Tennessee's Music Teacher 
of the Year in 1976 and became the 
only musician honored as a 
Distinguished Service Professor at 
UTM 

The bulk of practicing for a concert 
is still done during the summer since 
she is involved with full time teaching 
and being tin 1 wife of Dr David 
I /oebbaka 

"1 love Ixung married to a physicist'" 
she exclaimed

melodies, through "songs in the key of 
life " as only a musician can. note by 
note

Trustees, I hope to keep you 
informed of issues that 
concern U.T. Martin and 
more particularly the 
University of Tennessee as a 
whole. 

Probably the most 
significant issue concerning 
the students this year will be 
1 funding. 

As in the past year, this 
! year will most likely see a 
state legislature and 
governor forced to request a 
fee increase for the 1981-82 
academic year. 

Last year involved a 13.5 
percent undergraduate fee 
increase, ranging up to 42 
percent for the college of 
medicine, effective this fall. 

That increase was the 
largest ever in the state’s 
history while state appropri¬ 
ations were among the 
lowest. 

I believe that the students 
must take on an active 
interest now to encourage 
the most equitable increase 
available by writing their 
respective representative in 
the state legislature and by 
expressing their preference 
at the polls in November. 

I believe that it is 
important to note also that 
U.T.’s President Boling is 
encouraging the student 
viewpoints as well as the 
taxpayers of Tennessee. 

The plans for U.T.’s West 
Tennessee Agriculture 
Pavilion are under way. The 
funds for the respective 
planning and design were 
finalized this summer and 
architects are now at work. 

Academic programs in 
the College of Engineering 
and Business Administra¬ 
tion have been restructured 
at Knoxville. 

There will now be 
prerequisite grade point 
requirements applied 
toward students attempting 
to enter the Business 
Administration program. 

The Master of Science in 
Engineering Administra¬ 
tion will gradually be 
phased out, if present plans 
prevail, and the Master of 
Science in Industrial 
Engineering will be 
emphasized. 

So if you are planning to 
transfer to Knoxville in any 
one of these two areas, you 
might seek further informa¬ 
tion through the schools of 
Engineering and Business 
Administration at U.T.K.

Ted Council, director of the 
department. 

"Traffic it our number one problem 
for the first month of Fall Quarter 
until we get people educated as to 
which lot to park in and things of this 
nature." Council said in a recent 
interview. 

“As far as the crime element goes. I 
suppose dealing with larcenies and

Anyone suspected of having 
alcoholic beverages or narcotics at 
UTM concerts will be apprehended 
and may face criminal charges, 
according to Steve Young, vice 
president of the Student Government 
Association. 

“The SGA is not responsible for 
people who take drugs and alcohol at 
concerts. Once there however, they 
(the SGA) do become responsible for 
their actions. 

“This year we hope to have a marked 
decline in the use of drugs and 
alcohol,” Young said. 

“In the past, UTM concerts have had 
a ‘no holds barred’ reputation, but." 
Young'said, “there will be a few 
changes in the SGA’s policy towards 
drugs and alcohol this year. 

“This year is different," he said. 
“We're trying to keep the student’s 
interest at heart and not just trying to 
make a buck. 

"We feel we can give the students 
and surrounding community 
competitive, high-quality entertain¬ 
ment and still make money, though not 
at the student’s expense." 

Young said a tentative date for the 
first UTM concert is Oct. 21. 

“The community of Martin and 
surrounding towns look to the UTM 


and 


everything from stolen hubcaps to 
break-ins in dorm rooms and things of 
this nature (is the number one 
problem).' 

According to Council, the break-ins 
in the dorms should decrease sharply 
because many of the old locks, for 
which it is fairly easy to get keys, have 
been replaced with new ones. 

Council said that recently Safety 
and Security has been very involved in 
searching for illegal drugs on campus 
and that one to three rooms have been 
searched almost every night. 

“Normally it is iniatiated by the RA 
or Head Resident or someone of this 
nature who has reason to believe that 
there’s illegal drugs or a pot party 
going on and they call us: we assist 
them with the search," Council said. 

“It’s been pretty fruitful this week; I 
think we've found marijuana in some 


administration when this problem 
arises and blame them." Young said. 

“The administration in turn looks 
down on the SGA. We will have 
security personnel not in uniform to 
monitor the crowd for such abuse and 
to control it." 

Young also stated that if the 
problem increased and showed no 
sign of decline, the SGA-sponsored 
concerts would no longer be a part of 
the SGA's planned activities.

According to Council, students' 
reactions to the drug busts have been 
varied. 

“Capt. Johnson was telling me the 
other morning that after they went in 
one room, these students were from 
Memphis, and they were kind of 
shocked to believe that law 
enforcement officers in a college town 
in a small place outside a large 
metropolitan area did anything like 
this," Council said. 

According to Council, the 
consumption of alcohol on campus is a 
problem that few seem concerned 
with. 

“Alcohol’s a problem: it seems to be 
sometimes that we're the only ones that 
enforce this policy," Council said. 

‘It's strange to me that we don't get 
any reports of alcohol in dormitories 
and it would appear to me that a head 
resident or an RA. as much as they're 
in and out of rooms..." 

"When we go in a room we don’t go in 
and have to search out the alcohol. It's 
normally sitting on the table, and 
nobody’s making an attempt to hide 
this, so it’s obvious to us; I don't know 
why it wouldn’t be obvious to them 
(RAs and Head Residents), that 
there’s alcohol in the dormitories.” 

Council added that RA s. Head 
Residents and Safety and Security all 
must operate under the same 
regulations, and that if these dorm 
officials won't enforce the rules 

Speaks 

Their meetings are not limited to the 
classroom, however. 

They have visited local private 
clinics and toured Knoxville’s College 
of Veterinary Medicine during its 
open house last spring. 

UTM's pre-vet club tries, according 
to one of their advisors. Elige 
Culvahouse, to “bring together those 
people with a common goal and 
interest in veterinary science." 

Dean Harold Smith, the other 
advisor, lists stimulating an interest in 
veterinary medicine, acquainting 
students with the program—what to 
expect and what is expect of them— 
and encouraging and promoting 
higher scholarship as some of their 
objectives. 


concerning alcohol, they should try to 
get the rules changed, thus enabling 
everyone to operate under the same 

policy. 

Council encourages students who 
bring firearms to school to register 
them with Safety and Security, 
checking them out when needed and 
returning them when finished. 

“What we encourage them to do is to 
bring them up here and check them in 
with us to get the weapons out of the 
dorms," Council said. 

“We’re not particularly concerned 
about the student who brings the gun 
up here because normally they're 
going to use them for hunting and use 
them the way they should be. 

“But if this weapon is available there 
in the dorm, maybe after one of your 
little parties or you come in from 
downtown, somebody might be a little 
overloaded and start playing with this 
thing and the first thing you know, 
somebody gets hurt or does some 
property damage or something of this 
nature." 

Council cited as an example of 


misuse an instance of a few years ago 
when a student fired a shotgun at 
McCord Hall and shot the clock off the 
wall. 

“So what we're trying to do is just get 
it where the weapon won't be readily 
accessible at these times." 

Council said that when the student 
brings his firearm to Cooper Hall to 
check it in. it is properly receipted and 
locked in a safe, and the student is free 
to check it out between 8 am. and 5 
p.m. 

If someone wants a firearm earlier 
than 8 am. or if he wants to turn it 
back in later than 5 p.m., he can 
contact Security the preceeding day 
and arrange the transfer, according to 
Council. 

Council added that students' 
weapons are kept in as good acondition 
when registered with Safety and 
Security as they would be anywhere 
else firearms are stored. 

Council, who is himself a graduate of 
the FBI Academy, said that two 


graduated from the Academy this 
year. 

“So we now have three NA (FBI 
National Academy) graduates; in a 
department of this site we think it's 
rather unique." Council said. 

“It's a good school; people come from 
all over the world (to attend) and it’s 
probably the dream of most everyone 
in law enforcement to someday have an 
opportunity to attend. 

“So we feel like we're rather 
fortunate to have had three people in 
our department go through it" 

Council said that the Safety and 
Security Department has recently 
expanded its human resources with 
the addition of two employees and is 
“all set and ready to go for Fall 
Quarter."
